SOME  NOTES  ON  THEIR  CULTIVATION 

Before  planting,  dig  the  bed  up  from  12  to  18  inches  deep,  incorporating  an  abun¬ 
dance  of  well  rotted  manure.  When  planting,  insert  the  plant  :n  the  ground  so  that  the 
graft  is  covered  to  2  or  3  inches  below  the  soil  level,  taking  care  to  make  the  soil  firm 
around  the  plant,  leaving  a  depression  around  the  plant  to  hold  the  water. 

Roses  need  lots  of  water  when  dry  and  it  is  important  to  give  the  plants  a  thorough 
watering.  Roses  need  an  abundance  of  fertilizer.  Bonemeal  is  very  beneficial.  However 
Vigoro,  the  prepared  fertilizer  is  recommended  because  it  is  a  complete  plant  food  furnish¬ 
ing  every  food  element  the  plant  requires. 

When  syringing  Roses,  always  do  so  in  the  morning  and  only  when  the  sun  is 
shining.  This  allows  the  foliage  to  become  dry  before  the  evening.  Damp  or  wet  foliage 
will  cause  black  spot  and  mildew. 

In  the  Fall,  before  the  ground  freezes,  the  Hybrid  Tea  Roses  should  have  a  mound 
of  soil  placed  around  the  plants  from  10  to  12  inches  high.  After  the  ground  is  frozen 
to  a  depth  of  3  or  4  inches,  the  entire  bed  should  be  covered  with  salt  hay  or  coarse 
horse  manure  to  a  depth  of  6  inches.  Hybrid  Perpetual  Roses  do  not  require  the  mound¬ 
ing  of  the  soil  around  them,  but  the  covering  of  the  soil  with  coarse  manure  or  salt  hay 
is  beneficial  for  these  also. 

Our  Roses  are  all  pot-grown  and  can  therefore  be  planted  out  any  time  without 
disturbing  the  roots.

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HARDY  PERENNIALS 

Those  marked  with  (*)  are  excellent  for  shady  places. 

Our  perennials  are  all  well  established,  pot-grown  plants,  and  can  therefore  be 
planted  at  any  time  without  checking  growth.  However,  the  best  time  for  planting  is 
in  the  Spring  when  they  are  starting  to  grow.  Avoid  planting  in  wet  soil;  it  is  always 
better  to  wait  until  the  ground  is  fairly  dry.  Most  perennials,  although  really  hardy, 
should  have  protection  during  the  Winter — care  should  be  taken  in  covering  them  so 
they  will  not  smother.  A  light  covering  of  leaves,  salt  hay  or  straw  is  excellent,  making 
sure  the  base  of  the  plant  is  well  protected. 

Although  perennials  perhaps  need  less  care  than  other  plants,  one  will  be  repaid 
in  the  proportion  of  care  he  is  willing  to  give  them  in  the  form  of  water  in  a  dry  time, 
working  the  soil,  mulching  and  applications  of  fertilizer  at  regular  periods.

HOW  TO  PREPARE  A  LAWN 

Proper  soil  and  a  good  mixture  are  the  two  essentials  to  be  considered  when  making 
a  lawn.  Seed  will  be  found  to  be  the  least  expensive  item.  The  first  step  is  to  break 
up  the  ground  by  ploughing  or  spading.  Incorporate 
manure  if  available  into  the  soil  using  one  load  to  an 
average  100  square  yards,  keeping  it  well  near  the 
surface.  If  manure  is  not  available,  a  commercial 
fertilizer  such  as  Vigoro  is  recommended — 5  lbs.  to 
100  square  feet  is  sufficient  at  first.  Ground  in  a 
shady  place  will  probably  need  a  light  application 
of  lime.  Clay  soils  should  have  a  mulch  of  Ieafmold 
or  Driconure,  which  is  a  mixture  of  peat  moss  and 
dehydrated  cow  manure. 

Before  seeding  care  should  be  taken  to  rake  the 
surface  well  by  removing  weed  roots  and  stones  and 
breaking  up  lumps  of  earth.  The  final  step  before  seeding  is  to  rake  the  surface  until  it 
becomes  smooth  and  fine.  Seed  should  be  sowed  according  to  the  above  chart  after  which 
it  should  be  thoroughly  rolled  in.

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A  Note  on  the  Care  of 

CUT  FLOWERS  and  CONSERVATORY  PLANTS 

To  prolong  their  life  and  fragrance,  the  stems  of  flowers  should  be  cut  off  each 
morning  when  the  water  is  changed.  They  should  be  placed  in  a  cool  room  overnight 
with  their  stems  immersed  as  deeply  as  possible  in  water.  Rose  buds  should  be  sprayed 
with  clear  water. 

Idardwooded  flowers  keep  better  sometimes  if  the  tips  of  the  stems  are  crushed. 
This  allows  them  to  absorb  more  water.  Dahlias,  after  being  cut,  are  sometimes  plunged 
up  to  the  flower  in  hot  water  and  immediately  taken  out  and  put  in  cold  water,  thus 
allowing  them  to  hold  their  heads  up  and  keep  fresh  for  a  longer  time.  When  placing 
flowers  in  a  bowl  never  allow  the  stems  to  touch  the  bottom  as  this  will  cut  off  the  neces- 
sarjr  supply  of  water. 


THE  CARE  OF  PLANTS 

All  blooming  plants  should  be  watered  at  least  once,  and  perhaps  twice,  daily,  and 
their  period  of  blooming  will  be  increased  if  kept  in  a  light,  cool  room.  The  leaves  of 
any  plant  should  be  kept  free  from  dust. 

The  cool  days  of  Winter  are  cheered  by  pretty  flowering  and  foliage  plants;  but 
while  they  are  particularly  fascinating  at  this  time,  it  is  during  the  coldest  days  that  the 
plants  require  the  most  attention. 

Never  allow  them  to  stand  in  front  of  an  open  window  or  in  a  cold  draught.  The 
intense  dry  heat  in  homes  on  extremely  cold  days  will  dry  out  the  soil  and  wither  or 
permanently  injure  most  plants  in  a  few  days  unless  carefully  watched  and  given  water 
accordingly. 

A  good  plan  to  follow  in  watering  plants  is  to  allow  the  soil  to  become  dry  or  partially 
dry  before  watering  and  then  repeating  the  process.  Plants  like  Cyclamen  and  bulbous 
plants  require  a  relatively  frequent  watering,  while  hardwooded  plants  such  as  Azaleas 
and  Geraniums,  a  lesser  amount  is  sufficient  to  their  care.

PLANTING  TABLE 


The  table  shows  the  number  of  plants 
required  to  fill  a  circular  bed  of  the 
dimensions  given.  In  planting,  begin 
outside  row — where  6  inches  apart, 
3  inches  from  edge  of  bed;  where  12  inches 
apart,  6  inches  from  edge  ol  bed.  It  is 
customary  among  professionals  in  plant¬ 
ing  a  bed  to  set  the  plants  somewhat 
closer  together  in  the  two  outer  rows, 
giving  more  space  between  each  plant 
towards  the  center  of  the  bed. 

A  square  bed  will  take  about  the  same 
number  of  plants.  For  an  oval  bed,  add 
length  and  breadth  and  divide  by  2. 
For  example,  an  oval  7  feet  long  by  5  feet 
wide  will  require  same  number  of  plants 
as  a  circular  bed  6  feet  in  diameter.
